Mystery man aids Santa’s holiday effort

Jolly old Saint Nicholas re- 
ceived major assistance with 
his Romulus holiday deliv- 
eries this year from an anony- 
mous donor, who presented 
the local Goodfellows with 
more than $5,000 worth of spe- 
cial toys and games. 

Police Officer John 
Smagner, head of the local 
Goodfellows organization, said 
another $4,000 in cash and 
other gifts were collected by 
Goodfellow representatives 
and turned into massive sup- 
plies of food and warm 
clothing for needy families. 

Romulus Fire Chief William 
Greenslait said that he re- 
ceived an anonymous call sev- 
eral weeks ago asking where 
the Goodfellows were located. 

Greenslait said he gave the 
mystery caller the address of 
Fire Station No. 4 and a short 
time later the first of three 
truckloads of toys began to ar- 
rive for distribution to some of 
the less fortunate families in 
the city. 

Greenslait said the only 
clue he received from the 
anonymous donor was his 
beeper number. That was sup- 
plied only so that Greenslait 


could confirm the arrival of 
the toys from Toy Liquidators 
store in Taylor. 

The gift was an “unheard of 
act of generosity” for Romulus 
youth, Greenslait said. “But it 
also gave everyone in the Ro- 
mulus Fire Department and 
throughout city government a 
great holiday feeling. “Even 
the girls in the fire stations 
were excited by the arrival of 
the gifts,” he continued. 

It also thrilled the house-to- 
house delivery volunteers, 
Greenslait said, “because we 
don’t usually get a chance to 
pass out $20 Christmas toys 
and games. Wide eyes and 
warm smiles were the topic of 
the week as deliveries were 
made to area children.” 

Among the holiday gifts do- 
nated by the generous caller, 
Greenslait said, were 21 toy 
fire engines, 30 battle cruisers, 
20 helicopters, 24 telescopes, 
24 Afro-American baby dolls, 
50 Toy Town Centers, 24 
kitchen combo sets, 28 Minnie 
Mouse cycles, 27 dinosaur cy- 
cles, 10 speed wheels, 15 
power command challenge 
toys, 10 Red Raiders and eight 
ice hockey games. 

The total cost of these and 
other toys came to $5000.93, 
Greenslait said. 


Smagner and his wife, Terry, 
completed all the paperwork 
involved in the applications 
for Christmas gifts, Greenslait 
said. 

The Goodfellow volunteers 
began delivering the gifts to 
250 Romulus homes on Dec. 17 
and finished their deliveries a 
day or two before Christmas. 

Smagner said his crew con- 
sisted of about 35 firemen, four 
police officers, 10 Department 
of Public Works employees 
and various other City Hall 
workers. 

In addition to the young 
children’s homes, Smagner 
said, about 40-50 senior citi- 
zens were also aided. 

“One elderly widow we vis- 
ited was crying first when we 
arrived because she was going 
to be alone for the holidays,” 
Smagner said, “and later be- 
gan crying as we left because 
she was so overjoyed by the 
gifts and friendship. 

“One formerly unemployed 
father called us after a gift de- 
livery was made,” Smagner 
said, “and stated that while he 
was thankful for the generosity 
displayed by the Goodfellows 
and community residents he 
was back on the job and was 
donating the gifts to another 
more needy family." 


Smagner said other major 
contributors to the Good- 
fellows drive included Lear’s 
Seating of Romulus, which do- 
nated $500 in toys and canned 
goods; Cory School staff and 
students, who conducted a 
food drive; Federal Screw Inc., 
which provided frozen turkeys 
and $250 in cash; DST Indus- 
tries, which provided a cash 
donation; State Rep. James 
Kosteva, who donated $200 in 
cash; National Rent A Car, 
which gave $100 in cash and 
the Romulus Police Command 
Officers group, who also do- 
nated $100. 

Earlier on Goodfellows col- 
lection day, Smagner said, 50 
volunteer firemen, City Hall 
employees, members of the Po- 
lice and Fire Safety Commit- 
tee and average citizens joined 
in accepting the holiday dona- 
tions. 

Smagner said he wanted to 
thank all the volunteer 
workers, donors and any of the 
anonymous givers who made 
the 1992 effort such a happy 
experience. 

Greenslait echoed 
Smagner’s thanks to the com- 
munity and said he hopes the 
anonymous donor also has an 
extremely Merry Christmas 
himself. 


Inmate, 22, faces bleak new year

Accused double-murderer 
Tommy Collins, 22, of Ro- 
mulus, is not looking forward 
to the new year. 

He faces two life prison 
terms when he is sentenced on 
Jan. 28 in Detroit Recorder's 
Court, after pleading guilty on 
Dec. 14 to a pair of murder 
charges involving a Taylor 
mother and daughter. 

Collins was arrested on Dec. 
20, 1991 and charged with the 
stabbing deaths of Carlynne 
Reno, 46, of Taylor and her 21- 
year-old daughter. Robin. 

Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor Daniel Less said 


the mother and daughter were 
found stabbed to death in their 
Hazel Street home early in the 
morning of May 10, 1991. 

A medical examiner’s re- 
port stated that Robin’s body 
was found in the living room 
and she had been stabbed 19 
times. 

Her mother’s body was lo- 
cated in the bedroom and her 
throat had been slashed. 

The gruesome discovery’ of 
the bodies was made by Ken- 
neth Reno, 51. husband and fa- 
ttier of the two victims. 

Reno told police he found 
the bodies after returning 
from a store, where he bought 
some glue for his dentures. 

After finding the cord to his 


home phone slashed, Reno 
said, he took his granddaugh- 
ter, Kathleen, then aged 2, to a 
next door home and called the 
police. 

Later Reno said his grand- 
daughter cried “Daddy, please 
help me..." and then later told 
him “Tom, Tommy Collins” 
killed her mother and grand- 
mother. 

Less said he was informed 
only last Sunday that Collins 
planned to plead guilty to both 
killings. For months. Collins 
had insisted that he only killed 
Robin. He had steadfastly de- 
nied until last Monday that he 
also killed her mother. 

The twin-killing for months 
was considered one of the 


most unusual in Taylor, be- 
cause authorities said it in- 
volved a plot by the surviving 
young girl’s grandmother to 
gain custody of her. 

Linda Lambert, 44, grand- 
mother to Robin’s daughter, 
Kathleen, was convicted last 
July of burglary and two 
counts of involuntary man 
slaughter. She was accused of 
talking Collins into carrying 
out the killings. 

Lambert is now serving a 7 
1/2 to 15-year prison teim. 

Reno told the press after the 
guilty pleas that he was "glad 
it was over.. .(and) now I’m 
going to work on getting on 
with my life." 


Vacant houses 
will be razed

A boarded up Wahrman 
Street home recently pur- 
chased by Wayne County in 
preparation for Metro Airport 
expansion was set on fire Dec. 
21, the same night that Deputy 
Wayne County Executive Mic- 
hael Duggan was spelling out 
the planned expansion before 
the members of the Romulus 
City Council. 

Duggan was just finishing 
his extended talk, when 
Greenslait stood up in the au- 
dience and told Duggan of the 
fire call. “This is already the 
second time this particular va- 
cant house has gone on fire,” 
the chief explained, and an- 
other county owned home on 
the same street was also dam- 
aged recently by a suspicious 
fire. 

Greenslait strongly urged 
Duggan to have something 
done quickly before a local 
fireman is seriously injured 
battling the blazes. 

“The cost of putting out the 
fire that night was $933 to the 
city,” he explained later, “but 
the biggest worry is that some- 
one may cut a hole in the floor 
of one of these vacated homes 
and a fireman may go charging 
in to fight the blaze and fall to 
the basement and be seriously 
injured.” 

Duggan expressed surprise 
and alarm. He stated county 
officials would set up a meet- 
ing to discuss the fire hazard. 

Greenslait said Duggan 
stopped at the fire-damaged 
house after he left the Dec. 21 
meeting. 

Pat Kakula, administrative 
aide to Wayne County Execu- 
tive Ed McNamara, kept that 
promise on Tuesday morning 
by meeting with Greenslait, 


Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
City Building Department Di- 
rector David Paul. 

McAnally said, “Many peo- 
ple have urged us to let the 
homes burn to the ground, but 
we can’t because of the nu- 
mber of planes in the air near 
the airport.” 

Thus the only answer is de- 
molition as soon as possible, 
McAnally told Kakula. 

Following the Tuesday 
morning meeting, McAnally 
said, the city provided a prior- 
ity list of streets where 
boarded up homes must be 
razed. 

The priority list is as fol- 
lows: Wahrman Street, North- 
line, Eureka Road, Goddard 
Road and South Wayne Road. 

McAnally said she has been 
told that the county will begin 
demolition action right after 
the first of the year. 

The boarded up homes must 
first be inspected by the Ro- 
mulus Fire Department and 
the normal legal demolition 
process must then be com- 
pleted prior to the actual raz- 
ing, Greenslait explained. 

Duggan had told city council 
members he planned to return 
during the summer of 1993 for 
a further explanation of the 
airport expansion plans, un- 
less Wayne County Commis- 
sioners “do something crazy.” 

He was referring to the 
rumor that the commissioners 
might stall on approving the $3 
passenger facility charge even 
though it had already been ap- 
proved by the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. 

But Duggan’s worries were 
ended on Dec. 17, when the 
commissioners approved the 
$3 surcharge on airline tickets

School district may repeat early retirement incentive offer

The success of the Early Re- 
tirement Incentive program 
for teachers in the Wayne- 
Westland school district is be- 
ing touted as a reason to offer 
the program to more employee 
groups for the 1992-93 school 
year. 

Wayne-Westland Associate 
Superintendent of Employee 
Sendees Bill Taylor presented 
a report containing informa- 
tion about the ERI which 77 
teachers in the district agreed 
to take last year. 

“I am very pleased with the 
results,” Taylor said. “The nu- 


r 


mbers and the dollar amounts 
speak very clearly about the 
outcome of this activity." 

One of the benefits of the 
ERI was the number of 
teachers at the higher end of 
the payscale that could be re- 
placed by teachers at the first 
step of the payscale. 

“It is a fact that the average 
salary for teachers accepting 
the ERI was $56,353,” Taylor 
said. “It is also a fact that the 
average salary of the 70 new 
hires was $28,707 or $670 less 
than step 2 of the bachelor of 
arts salary schedule.” 

Eleven of those teachers 
had returned from leave, ac- 
cording to Taylor. 


“We have clearly stated the 
average cost of the 11 teachers 
returning from leave was 
$45,653,” Taylor said. 

When the ERI program was 
announced last year for 
teachers, Taylor and school of- 
ficials stated they would try to 
hire teachers at the third step 
of the salary schedule. 

“We have been very success- 
ful in not only meeting this 
goal, but exceeding our objec- 
tive,” Taylor said. 

Taylor also indicated that 77 
teachers would not have re- 
tired last year, if the ERI 
hadn't been offered. 

• During the 1987-88 school 
year 37 teachers retired. A 


low-cost ERI was offered. 

• During the 1988-89 school 
year 10 teachers retired. 

• During the 1989-90 school 
year 37 teachers retired. 

• During the 1990 91 school 
year 17 teachers retired. 

• During the 1991-92 school 
year when the ERI was offered 
77 teachers retired. Teachers 
were offered $24,000. 

“Very clearly the 1991-92 
ERI produced a high number 
of retirements resulting in a 
very successful outcome,” Tay- 
lor said. “There is no question 
in my mind that savings will 
continue beyond 1993-94, but 
our primary objective is not to 
try to maximize savings.” 


Taylor referred to the 
Wayne-Westland teachers ERI 
as “one of the most successful 
in the state.” 

He also listed some of the 
disadvantages of offering an 
ERI. 

The loss of experienced 
teachers was the primary dis- 
advantage Taylor offered. 

Other advantages included 
a chance for teachers in the 
district to move to vacated po- 
sitions, an opportunity to hire 
minorities and to hire a youn- 
ger work force. 

Of the more than 70 
teachers who were hired, 46 of 
those started at the first step of 
the salary schedule, three 


were hired at second step, five 
were hired at the third step, 
two were hired at the fourth 
step, one was hired at the sixth 
step, one was hired at the sev- 
enth step and two were hired 
at the ninth step. 

Those teachers who were 
hired and have a master’s de- 
gree included: three who were 
hired at the first step, two who 
were hired at the second step, 
three who were hired at the 
third step, one who was hired 
at the fifth step and one who 
was hired at the sixth step. 

By the 1993-94 school year 
Taylor has projected the dis- 
trict will save $1,787,495 from 
the 1991-92 ERI program.

Romulus schools could 
be national model

The Romulus school district 
educational technology pro- 
gram may soon become one of 
the models for school systems 
across the U.S. 

Congressman William Ford 
(D-Ypsilanti) spent four hours 
on Dec. 16 examining the ex- 
tensive computerized educa- 
tional programs offered by the 
Romulus School District. 

Ford, chairman of the con- 
gressional Labor and Educa- 
tion Committee, sought the 
extended visit as a prelude to 
a planned major rewriting of 
the national educational fund- 
ing act due sometime next year 
in Washington. 

Dr. William Bedell, Ro- 


mulus superintendent of 
schools, last spring had hosted 
two of Ford’s committee mem- 
bers. After they became 
deeply impressed with the Ro- 
mulus technology system, the 
committee and staff members 
urged Ford to personally con- 
duct an inspection. 

Ford first was given a quick 
overview of the Romulus sys- 
tem at the Romulus school ad- 
ministration office and then 
was given a “hands on” experi- 
ence at Wick Elementary 
School. 

As Ford walked in the Wick 
Elementary School doors, a 
student Christmas program 
was in process and they sang 
the carol We Wish You a Merry 
Christmas for the congressman. 

Not to be outdone. Ford and 


Arthur McPharlin, administra- 
tive assistant to Bedell, re- 
turned the compliment and 
sang the first verse of the carol 
back to the students. 

Ford then explained to the 
students that Romulus was 
somewhat of a microcosm of 
the nation with its multi- 
cultured student body and 
therefore fit as a good example 
of national needs. 

The veteran congressman 
challenged the students to use 
the technological skills to keep 
America a first class nation. 

He asked the students to be- 
gin setting goals for their lives 
and expressed pleasure to find 
so many female students had 
already expressed a deep in- 
terest in mathematics and sci- 
ence.

Air Force Staff Sgt. Roy E. 
Gowen Jr. is accustomed to hot 
and dusty 12-hour work days. 

Gowen, who just returned 
from the Arabian Gulf region, 
spent 90 days in the desert 
area keeping U.S. Air Force 
jets combat ready so they can 
prevent any Iraqi air travel 
below the 32nd parallel no-fly 
zone. 

Gowen, son of Roy E. and 
Lorraine H, Gowen of 
Romulus, was the crew chief 
on the F-15 in the 4404th Com- 
posite Wing, responsible for 
keeping U.S. air dominance in 
the Arabian Gulf area. 

In addition to the heat and 
extended hours, Air Force per- 
sonnel were also forced to bat- 
tle blowing sand that can be 
extremely hazardous to 
aircraft. 

“My job is to insure that my 
jet is ready to fly the mission 
and bring my pilot back 
safely," Gowen said prior to his 
return 

“Without our jets flying the 
32nd parallel over the South- 
ern Watch area,” Gowen said, 
"Iraqi air force planes could 
attack and destroy Kuwait" 

When not on the job, the 
1979 Wayne Memorial High 
School graduate was able to 


relax in the air conditioned 
apartment suites that are 
equipped with cable TV, 
microwave ovens and other 
modern conveniences. 

The Air Force also offers fit- 
ness centers, swimming pools 
and several outdoor sporting 
facilities within walking dis- 
tances from the military 
dormitories. 

Gowen said the most inter- 
esting experience in his latest 
tour was the day he went shop- 
ping in a downtown store and 
discovered it was prayer time 
for the local residents. 

“They closed up as soon as 
the last person exited the 
store,” he said. 

Upon returning to the U.S. 
recently, Gowen called his 
parents. 

Gowen told his dad he 
wasn’t sure if he, his wife, Hae 
Chong, and his 3-year-old son. 
Dennis, would be home for 
Christmas. 

Gowen married his wife 
while serving in Korea, his 
mother said, and then a U.S. 
style marriage ceremony was 
celebrated at Merriman Road 
Baptist Church in 1989. 

The senior Gowens have

“We had a few of the older 
students take mailbags to each 
of the mailboxes and collect 
the letters,” Flogaus said. “The 
letters were then opened by 
our older elementary students 
who then answered each re- 
quest o^ question.” 

Once the letters were col- 
lected, they were delivered 
first to the student-run post of- 
fice. A few students were in 
charge of stamping each letter 
with an arrival date while 
other students sorted the mail 
by classroom for delivery.

There was also the announcement by a county represen- 
tative that flight patterns would be changed to help allevi- 
ate some of the noise which has prompted complaints from 
many local areas. 

That’s all good news. We were even supportive of the $3 
charge to be placed on all passengers for airport use as an 
effort to fund the development. 

But, within the week came the prediction from an indus- 
try analyst that Northwest would fail and that the airline 
company was doomed. 

We think, perhaps, like Mark Twain, the rumors of the 
demise may be somewhat premature. We hope so. 

But, we will wait and see. Meanwhile, we applaud the 
effort of the county to assure residents they are paying 
attention and haven’t forgotten the plans and promises 
that have been made. 

We’re hoping for a happy ending.

Lyme disease is 
real danger 

To the editor: 

The debate over the pres- 
ence of Lyme Disease in Michi- 
gan is gaining new momentum. 
On one side is a small, but 
growing number of physicians

diagnosing and treating the 
disease. Their followers 
include the hundreds of 
patients who have suffered 
with the undiagnosed Lyme for 
many years and are finally 
experiencing relief from the 
debilitating symptoms caused 
by a Lyme infection. 

Opponents refute the exis- 
tence of the diseases or at best 
say it is not as prevalent as 
some would have us believe. 

Health department and 
medical officials are trying to 
convince the people of Michi- 
gan that we do not have Lyme 
Disease in our state just 
because they cannot find deer 
ticks in any county except 
Menominee County. 

Let’s look at the facts 
obtained from Mary Grace 
Strobowski at the Michigan 
Department of Health. The 
Lyme Surveillance Map of 
Michigan shows there have 
been 72 cases of Lyme 
reported since the new CDC 
criteria came into effect in 
January of 1991. Of those cases, 
48 were in lower Michigan and 
11 in the Upper Peninsula. The 
rest were out of supposed 
haven for Lyme carrying deer 
ticks. The health department 
claims they can find no deer 
ticks in Saginaw County and 
yet by their own records, four 
cases have met the CDC crite- 
ria for the disease. To meet 
that criteria, a patient must 
present himself to a physician 
with a Lyme rash and test posi- 
tive for the disease. 

Statistics from the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture, 
Animal Division, provide the 
following information. In 1991, 
there were 40 dogs and two 
horses diagnosed and treated 
for Lyme Disease. Only five of 
those cases were in lower 
Michigan. Of the remaining 35 
dogs, only six came from Men- 
ominee County. Neighboring 
Gogebec and Dickenson coun- 
ties each had seven. 

To those doctors and resi- 
dents who are Lyme doubters, 
I must remind you that the 
Atlanta Health Center for Dis- 


ease Control admonishes doc- 
tors and health department 
officials not to use their crite- 
ria for diagnosing Lyme Dis- 
ease. The numbers are strictly 
for uniform surveillance 
reporting purposes. Each case 
that meets the criteria repre- 
sents many cases that do not 
meet the criteria. 

When I hear doctors and 
health department officials 
state, “We do not have Lyme 
Disease in Michigan,” I cannot 
help but question their cred- 
ibility in light of the informa- 
tion which comes directly from 
state department of health. 
There is no doubt, we do have 
Lyme Disease in Michigan. 
Time, money and energy 
should not be wasted on trying 
to disprove the existence of 
the disease. Instead, channel 
your efforts into figuring out 
what, in Michigan, is biting us? 

If we don’t have deer ticks, 
but we have 59 residents and 
40 dogs diagnosed with Lyme 
Disease, then any reasoning 
individual can assume some- 
thing else is biting us. Other 
states have found other spe- 
cies of ticks transmitting the 
disease. It is time Michigan 
officials invest some time and 
money into researching what 
is transmitting the disease to 
Michigan residents. 

Stop the fruitless debate 
and get down to business. The 
sooner you start asking the 
right questions, the faster we 
will have the right answers.

Never too late 

Residents send love 
by Express Mail

Area residents are being 
reminded there is still time to 
“express your love” to out-of- 
town family members and 
friends. 

Despite the fact that 
Christmas arrives on Friday, 
Vernita Martin, U.S. Postal 
Service District Manager for 
customer services, urged resi- 
dents to use Express or Prior- 
ity Mail services. 

“Since winter weather can 
close airports and halt high- 
way transportation,” Martin 
said, "we advise all mail now 
be dispatched by Express Mail 
to ensure delivery by 
Christmas.” 

Letters and packages sent 
by Express Mail are delivered 
overnight anywhere in the 
Express Mail Network. The 
cost is $9.95 for delivery of a 
half-pound parcel or $13.95 for 
up to 2 pounds. 


To send a 2-pound Priority 
Mail package the cost is $2.90, 
a 3-pound parcel costs $4.10, 4 
pounds at $4.65 and 5 pounds 
for $5.45. 

For parcels weighing more 
than 5 pounds the rate varies 
according to the destination 
zone, she said. 

Express Mail letters are 
delivered across the country 
seven days a week, 52 weeks a 
year and even on holidays. 

Christmas Day deliveries 
will occur at no extra charge. 

For family and friends sta- 
tioned overseas, Express Mail 
military service officers two 
and three day service to nearly 
300 APOs and FPOs 
worldwide. 

Martin urged, “Those wish- 
ing to use Military Express 
mail for late mailings should 
check with the post office to 
assure that the address is 
among the APOs/FPOs covered 
by the service.”

Tiger Swim Club launches membership drive 


( EDITOR'S NOTE: For the 
first time in nearly a quarter of a 
century, Belleville High failed to 
field a varsity swim team. In the 
wake of the controversy, former 
Belleville High swim coach Sam 
Vicchy, and several other sunm 
coaches are attempting to reor- 
ganize the Tiger Swim Club. The 
club helped train youngsters to 
swim and later become members 
of the high school team. The ANP 
has asked Vicchy, a former ANP 
All-Area Swim Coach of the Year, 
to provide some background and 
information about the club. Here 
is Coach Sam Vicchy’s views.)

The “Tiger Swim Club” is an 
organization devoted to deve- 


loping competitive swimming 
in the Belleville area. This age 
group swimming program is 
open to young girls and boys 
8-years-old and under and up 
to 18 years of age. Any boy or 
girl interested in competitive 
swimming or diving may join. 

This age group program was 
founded by a group of parents 
in the Belleville area in 1970. 
The first swimming practice 
sessions began in May of 1970 
and were directed by William 
Brandell, Harold Lonski and 
Gary Gray. The once large and 
very popular program dis- 
solved in 1986 due to a lack of 
adult supervision and interest. 

We are trying to rejuvenate 
the program along with the 
once popular “learn to swim” 


lessons because of a very 
strong interest and need of a 
fast-growing community. 

Our program is designed to 
meet the needs and abilities of 
all age groups, with regular 
practices at the Belleville 
High School pool. Practices 
are conducted four days a 
week, from 5 to 7 p.m. Monday 
through Thursday. 

Competitive swimming is 
one of the healthiest, fastest 
growing, most exciting and re- 
warding sports a child can par- 
ticipate in today. It differs 
from regular swim lessons in 
that the child is actually af- 
forded an opportunity to test 
his or her own abilities and 
talents by competing against 
other children of the same age 
group in swim meets. 


In as much as these meets 
are run by professionals 
deeply concerned about the 
welfare of the child, swimming 
offers the kind of healthy com- 
petition sometimes lacking in 
other junior sports. These pro- 
fessionals carefully control the 
meets with a staff, set of rules 
and regulations to create an at- 
mosphere that will encourage 
a child rather than discourage 
them. Swimming will help 
rather than hinder a child in 
growing physically and men- 
tally at their own pace in this 
individual sport. 

In swimming a child is not 
rewarded by monetary gains 
or by flashy newspaper arti- 
cles. They are however re- 
warded by the personal 


satisfaction of watching their 
times drop as a result of hard 
work and effort and also by de- 
veloping such assets as physi- 
cal and mental fitness, 
sportsmanship, character, self- 
discipline, and many other 
positive attributes. 

The Tiger Swim Club will be 
an outgrowth of the learn-to- 
swim program and is open to 
only those young swimmers in- 
terested and who have suc- 
cessfully graduated from 
swimming classes or have the 
skills necessary to participate 
in this program. The competi- 
tive team will operate through- 
out the school year and 
summer months and is fi- 
nanced by monthly dues paid 
tive team will operate through- 
out the school year and 
summer months and is fi- 
nanced by monthly dues paid 
by the members. These dues 
are necessary to cover coach- 
ing fees, expenses and other 
operations incurred by the 
club. 

Almost anyone could be- 
come a competitive swimmer, 
but it takes a special kind of 
individual to become a very 
good competitive swimmer. A 
swimmer must possess the 
proper physical attributes, the 
proper attitude and intel- 
ligence. He or she must be the 
type of youngster who is will- 
ing to push themselves in prac- 
tices and be willing to follow 
instructions given to them. 

Most importantly, they must 
also have the desire and self- 
discipline to be a good compet- 
itive swimmer without being 
pushed constantly by others. 

Whether or not a child will 
become a good competitive 
swimmer will take months to 
find out. Progress is slow at

first, especially for the begin- 
ner. As soon as a child learns 
the skills and has sufficient 
practice time, however, pro- 
gress will increase at a rapid 
rate. 

Of one thing we can assure 
you, as a parent and spectator, 
you will find competitive 
swimming one of the most fas- 
cinating and exciting sports in 
existence. 

The “Tiger Swim Club” af- 
fords a boy or girl, regardless 
of race, color or creed, the op- 
portunity to compete, and 
when consistent, to excel ath- 
letically, personally and spiri- 
tually. The swimmer learns the 
discipline of play and acquires 
self-confidence and leader- 
ship while learning to respect 
others. 

The youngster also becomes 
physically agile and enduring, 
strong in body and health. As
